LONDON, Feb. 27.—England is mad 
With excitement over speculation in 
rubber shares. The frenzy has been 
growing for weeks until it has affected 
ali classes, but there is nothing to indi- 
cate that the culmination has been 
reached or is likely to be reached soon. 
Based originally on the increasing price 
of rubber, it has become, so far as the 
public is concerned, a mere gamble for 
profits on the rise in shares caused by 
the boom itself, and without regard to 
the property or prospects of the com- 
panies concerned. 

Shares are buoyantly active, and many 
new companies are being floated, with 
1any more to Take to-day’s 
newspapers, for They con- 
tain no fewer than seven prospectuses 
inviting the modest sum of $4,000,000 
from the public, whtch has gone rubber 
mad. 

It is not too much to say that the 
boom is of a nature quite unprecedent- 
ed. It makes the Kaffir revival of a 
decade ago seem a trivial affair. Day 
after day for weeks past the market has 
been in confused and excited turmoil. 
The brokers confess that their eager 
clients are in ignorance even of the 
weird names of many of the companies 
whose shares they are anxious to buy.

A prominent broker told me to-day 
that out of 200,000 shares he dealt in 
last week fully half related to orders 
for five and ten shares, which he re- 
ceived from all parts of? the British 
Isles. Many of those who sent them 
did not know what they wanted except 
to *“‘ buy five rubber shares.”’ 

Many brokers now refuse to advise 
the purchase of any particular shares 
even at the risk of loss of business. 
No sooner does the prospectus of a new 
company appear than a wild rush is 
made to the bank to subscribe, and 
in almost every case the list of sub- 
scriptions is closed within a few hours 
after the opening, while the very forms 
on which applications are to be made 
are sold for good prices. 

There is no doubt that large fcertunes 
have been made. One Liverpool mer- 
chant confesses to a profit of $1,500,- 
0oO, and hundreds of private individuals 
all over the country have netted sums 
ranging from $250 to $100,000. 

A prominent rubber broker of Mincing 
Lane is dealing in as many as 100,009 
shares a day, the result being that his 
staff is completely worn out. The nerve 
strain onemembers and clerks alike is 
very severe. - Some clerks have now 
lived in the City for weeks, only going 
home for.a tew hours once a week, 
Rooms have been enkaged for them at 
City hotels, but this is scarcely neces- 
Sary because they deal all day and 
work on the books at night.

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OHIO FLOODS SPREAD. 


Hundreds Are Homeless and Big Dam- 
age to Property Is Reported. 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 27.—Hundreds cf 
people have been driven from their homes 
at Fremont and other points throughout 
Northern Ohio by -the. floods, which, after 
thirty hours’ steady rain, reached their 
climax to-night. The damage to property 
will run into many thousands of dollars, 
and if the situation is not relleved«by a 
cold snap or a cessation of the rain, it is 
predicted that extreme suffering and des- 
titution will follow in the next few days. 

At Youngstown two of the biggest steel 
plants in the city are threatened by the 
rising of the Mahoning River, along the 
entire valley of which the water has 
spread over the lowlands, driving the 
farmers from their homes. The Sandusky 
River is five feet above the danger line 
at Bucyrus, and an immense ice gorge 
has formed in the heart of the town. 

The most serious conditions are reported 
from Fremont, where half the town is un- 
der water, and the stores have been board- 
ed up by the merchants. At Akron both 
the Little and Big Cuyahoga Rivers have 
left their beds. Many houses are flooded, 
and the entire fire and police forces of 
the citY have been ordered out for emer- 
eencies. 

Practically the whole of Crawford 
County is submerged, and it is feared that 
in remote points in this and other 
counties famine may ensue if prompt 
measures Of relief are not taken. Local 
authorities through the whole district are 
using dynamite to break the numerous 
ice gorges which have formed.

Aided by a Shadow Picture, He 
Removes a Nail from a 
Boy’s Lung. 








A REMARKABLE OPERATION 





Patient Suffered from the Obstruction 
for Five Weeks in Fear of 
Punishment. 





Surgeons of the Beth Israe] Hospital 
have succeeded in using an X-ray ma- 
chine not only to locate a‘*nail in the 
lungs of a %-year-old boy patient, but 
also to guide a surgical instrument into 
the boy’s lungs to lift it out. 

The instrument was inserted into the 
windpipe through an incision in the neck, 
and its downward progress toward the 
lungs was observed through its shadow, 
plainly visible in the X-ray device, as it 
gradually approached the shadow of the 
nail. The shadow of the two combined 
was observed as they were drawn out. 

The surgeons at the hospita! are s9 
delighted with their success in guiding 
their instrument by means of the fleuro- 
scopic screen aipon the patient's body that 
will make a special report on tne 
caSe to the Academy of Medicine.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer received the following 
mystifying and anonymous telegram from 
New York to-night: 

Have you read in to-day’s papers of the 
joke perpetrated on the British Admiralty? 
We hear that a similar joke is to be played 
on high of’icials in Washington and wish to 
warn you in advance of your well wishers. 
At first the Secretary, who had not read 

carefully the foreign news printed in THS 
New Yor« Timeé to-day, was at a loss to 
understand to what extent he and other 
Government officials might be in danger. 
He resorted to the telephone, and learned 
from some of his friends of the hoax on 
the Commander in Chief of the British 
home fleet, the story of which was re- 
lated in Tine TIMES correspondence from 
London. 

The Secretary turned to the proper page 
and read how three merry men and one 
merry young woman, disguised as Abys- 
sinian Princes, were received with honors 
befitting royalty by Admiral Sir Willlam 
May aboard his Majesty's flagship Dread- 
nought, were shown all over the ship, 
and most graciousiv entertained, The 
jesters were preceded by a telegram 
which informed the Admiral that ‘ Prince 
Makalen and suite’’ would arrive at 
Weymouth at a certain hour.

Congress Committee to Grant His Re- 
quests for 27,000-Ton Ships This 
Year—Tawney Is Opposed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Without com- 
mitting himself to the policy of making 
this the greatest naval power in the 
world, Secretary of the Navy Meyer ad- 
mitted to-night that the programme of 
the department is that the United States 
battleships of the future shall exceed in 
speed, efficiency, and equipment those 
of any other nation. 

Secretary Meyer said that he had been 
slightly misunderstood if certain members 
of the Naval Affairs Committee, before 
whom he appeared in executive session 
yesterday, had gained the idea that he 
wished to soon maxe this country lead 
all others in number of vessels and ton- 
nage. ‘ 

“I do not feel that [I should go into 
detail concerning my appearance before 
the committee,’’ said Mr. Meyer, ‘** but you 
may say that I asked for battleships that 
will exceed anything now afloat, and, 
pending the test of the new fourteen-inch 
guns, still larger vessels probably will be 
asked for next year.

Mr. Meyer talked freely and confidently 
' with the members of the committee con- 
cerning the subject of most powerful guns 
for the American Navy. If the present 
tests are successful.the 14-inch gun will 
-pe the rub ratner than the exception in 
the eyulpment of future battleships, and 
the programme to have this Nation launch 
war yeesels that have no equal anywhere 
upon the globe will have been begun. 

Secretary Meyer seemed sangine to- 
night that his rather radical larger Navy 
programme would meet with a favorable 
report from the hands of the House com- 
mittee. i 

It is possible that he will not recommend 
next-year a ship of the gigantic tonnage 
of 32,000 tons, but vessels of this size 
are tentatively planned and it is practi- 
cally certain that the next step toward 
the larger Navy programme will be ves- 
sels of 30,000 tons displacement. 

The Naval Appropriation bill this year 
will not be so great In the aggregate 
as that of last year when a number of 
unusual expenses were provided for. It 
believed that the bill when it is re- 
ported to the House will carry from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000 less than that au- 
thorized a year ago, which represented 
some 3136,000,000.

Mr. Tawney 
foresees bankruptcy of the Government if 
such programmes are adhered to, and he 
charges their agitation to a conspiracy of 
the shipbuilding interests of the United 
States. 

‘Those interests,” he said, “are even 
now getting ready to start another war 
scare, Japanese, German, or otherwise, 
with a view to stimulating popular favor 
for an extravagant outlay for the navy.” 

The “ competitive shipbuilding scheme” 
which Mr. Tawney says is sought by Sec- 
retary Meyer in his opinion’is fraught 
with “danger, and the outlay necessary 
will compel the levying of greatly, in- 
creased taxes or render necessary a bond 
issue if the Treasury is not to be drained. 

‘‘} have read of the Government’s ten- 
tative naval programme with profound 
astonishment,’ said Mr. Tawney. “ One 
reason for my surprise is the fact that 
the plan involves a great increase in our 
now enormously large appropriations for 
naval purposes without basing it on any 
i necessity whatever as a means of Nation- 
al defense, and also without any regard 
whatever to the fact that in this fiscal 
year we are facing a deficit, and that next 
fiscal year we will be near Our aggregate 
revenues in the amount appropriated this 
session. 

‘Tf our naval policy is to be determined 
by our ability to compete with other na- 
tions in the number and size of our bat- 
tleships, then the naval policy in ques- 
tion should be adopted and carried out 
without reference either to our necessi- 
ties for National defense or the adequacy 
of the public revenues to meet the ex- 
penditures necessary to gratify our na- 
tional ambitfen. 

‘‘In view of our geographical isolation, 
which, as a means of National defense is 
worth more to us than the largest navy 
any nation in the world possesses, and 
also-in. view of the fact that in the fiscal 


year ended June 30, 1908, we expended 71 
per cent. of our Government revenues on 
account of wars we have had and wars 
we are preparing for, it is rather amaz- 
ing to find a naval programme proposed 
that wiil so greatly increase our appro- 
priations under this head.. 

“We are at peads with all the world. 
There is not even a prospect of our be- 
coming involved in: war with a foreign 
nation. It seems almost incredible that 
any one would suggest the adoption of 
a naval programme which will involve the 
expenditure of more money than we have 
under existing revenue laws and a policy, 
too, which will virtually put out of com- 
mission at least half of our war vessels by 
making them infericr in size in compari- 
son with those giant battleships now pro- 
posed.’’

Two Killed in Strike Accident. 


Two persons were killed and a score 
of others injured when a trolley car 
jumped ‘the track and crashed into 4 
store at Sixth and Jackson Streets late 
to-day, as an indirect result of the strike. 
The dead are Charies McKenna, 12 years 


old, of 404 Wolf Street, and John E. 
}rederick, 25 years old, of 
Street. 

During the entire afternoon Sixth Street 
was filled almost from curb to curb from 
McKean Street to Snyder Avenue with a 
mob which forced every car that. passed 
to run a gantilet of missiles. A car 
southbound on Sixth Street approached 
this point shortly before 6 o’clock, and 
' every pane of glass was smashed to bits 
before Snyder Avenue was reached. Most 
of the passengers had alighted when they 
caught sight of the crowd in front of 
thein. 

Immediately behind came another car. 
As it drew near Jackson Street Charles 
Garvey, an employe of the traction com- 
pany’s barn near by, rushed to the track 
and turned a switch in order to send it 
into Jackson Street and away from the 
mob. The switchman’s act was not no- 
ticed by the motorman. He turned on 
full power in order to rush the car 
through the crowd. A moment later he 
became frightened and jumped to the 
street. 

The car struck the turned switch ai- 
most at full: speed, jumped the rails, and 
dashed into the crowd on the pavement, 
and into the side of the candy store of 
Charles Everett. The large plate glass 
window of the shop was smashed to bits, 
and the side wall was demolished. The 
MecKenna boy and Frederick,. who were 
standing near the store, were crushed be- 
neath tne car. They aied shortlv after 
beings admitted to the Methodist Hospital. 

When a detail of poiice arrived the 
crowd had been increased to several] thou- 
sand persons, and udditionai cails had to 
be turned in to other police stations be- 
fore quiet was restored. The car, which 
was almost completely demolished,. was 
later dragged from tne building and re- 
turned to the barn. 

On the front platform was found the 
cap of the motorman who left his post. 
His number: was 11,604. He has not been 
seen since. A policeman who was stand- 
ing on the platform was thrown half way 
acress the street when the car struck the 
curb. His watch fell from his pocket and 
was picked up by some one in the crowd. 

Much disorder occurred through the day 
and night in Kensington, South Philadel- 
phia, and Manayunk. A boy was danger- 
ously shot by a city policeman in a riot, 
and a Kensington woman was struck by 
a brick thrown at a car and her skull 
was fractured. It is believed that she 
will die. 

There was almost continuous turmoil on 
Fifth Street, between Master and Trenton 
Streets, where the State police and the 
city patrolmen injured many persons with 
their clubs in the effort to keep the way 
open for the operation of cars. Several 
times the city police fired from the cars 
to drive off mobs that attempted to 
reach the crews. 

Most of the trouble in South Philadel- 
Phia occurred at Fourth and South 
Streets, along Eighth Street, south of 
Bainbridge, and on the western end 
of South Sireei, just east of the Schuy!l- 
kill River Bridge. Clubs were freely used 
by the police. 

Threc Riots in Half an Hour. 

Three riot calls were sent to City Hall 
from the neighborhood of Twenty-third 
and South Streets in less than thirty 
‘minutes this afternoon. The first came 
at 2:30 from Seventeenth and Lombard 
Streets. A crowd of 1,500 had collected, 
and fifty boys attacked a car with bricks 
and stones. She crowd soon discovered 
that the cars were without police guard, 
and every window was broken in all of 
them. There were few passengers, and 
these were hidden from view by the 
wooden window shades. 

Crowds aiso lined both sides of Lombard 
and South Streets, and at Twenty-fourth 
and South Streets 5,000 persons waited 
for cars. From here a second riot call 
Was sent in to City Hall, 

Two automobile patrols filled with re- 
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from the track. When he was arrested 
a few minutes later a bomb was found in 
his pocket. Field was arrested as an oc: 
complice. Silcox said Copeland confessed 
that at a meeting of strikers on Friday 
night in Lewis’s Hall Field engaged.him 
conversation and displayed a bomb 
to be used as a means of stopping the 
ca.rs. 

The detectives asserted that a bomb con- 
taining nitrogiycerin had been placed on 
the car track Friday morning in order 
to wreck a car. It failed to explode, 
and another was more securely fastened 
on the rail. This explosive, he added, 
was later removed by Copeland when he 
became aware of the presence of detect- 
ives. He quoted Field as saying that he 
was Secretary of a firemen’s and engi- 
neers’ association and had been working 
as a stationary fireman in New York. 

Charles B. Byown, secretary to the 
branch union to Which Copeland belongs, 
declared that the officers knew nothing 
about the alleged sch>me to blow up the 
ears. We deciared that in his opinion 
Copeland was drawn into the plot by an 
agent of the transit company for the pur- 
pose ef discrediting the union. Charles 
Praurgart, recording secretary of the 
carmen’'s organization, said. the bomb was 
placed onethe tracks by a spy of the 
company, and Copeland was versuaded 
to pick it up and was arrested. 


. Rioters Fire at the Police. 


Fully 5,000 persons, the majority of 
whom were foreigners, formed a defiant 
crowd in Bighth Street, between South 
Street and Washington Avenue, to-night, 
nd after engaging in a pitched battle 
with three details of police they were not 


dispersed until after seventeen arrests 
were made. The windows and rooftops of 
the houses facing the street were crowded 
with the rioters, and in addition to throw- 
ing bricks and rocks, shots were frequent- 
ly exchanged with the police. 

The disturbance started with the ston- 
ing of an Eighth Street car, every win- 
dow being broken. The policemen on duty 
were roughly handled by the mob, which 
refused to move from the pavement. A 
patrol load of reserves from City Hall, 
reinforced by squads from three neigh- 
boring police stations, finally drove the 
crowd from the street. 

Policeman Butier or the Third and De- 
lancey Streets Police Station dispersed a 
mob which attempted to wrest from him 
a prisoner whom he had captured in a 
riot at Seventh and South Streets to-day. 

A South Street car running West about 3 
o'clock was attacked and stormed at 
Seventh Street. Butler, wno was on the 
front platform, saw Mayo Dennie of 412 
Bainbridge Street in the act of hurling a 
stone, and started after him. Mayo sped 
down South Street with Butler in pursuit, 
followed by a howling mob. Near Seventh 
Street Mayo ran up a blind alley, where 
Butler. caught him. Immediately the 
crowd filled the alley, choked up the en- 
trance, and cutting off all access to the 
street. Cries of ‘“‘ Lynch him!” ‘ Kill 
him!’’ were heara. Butler drew his re- 
volver and the crowd scattered. 

Heavy Panishment by Court. 

Magistrate Beaton had seventy defend- 
ants before him in the City Hall Court to- 
day. The majority accused were appre- 
hended during disturbances on Saturday 
afternoon and night. Stone throwing at 
trolley cars appeared to have been the 
favorite diversion of the offenders, and 
for this sport six men were placed under 
$1,000 bail each and four under $800 bail 
each. Fourteen culprits were committed 
to prison for thirty days each and three 
for ten days each for talking back to city 
and State policemen and refusing to move 
on when told to do sv. 

Some of the riots were caused by 
enforcement of the order of Director of 
Public Safety Clay, that vehicles which 
did not have hack licenses should not be 
permitted to carry passengers. When 
such vehicles were stopped by the polilee 
the action was resented.

Company issued at midnight it was stat- 
ed that 968 cars were overated to-day, 
which is S52 below the normal Sunday 
number.

BETHLEHEM STRIKERS QUIET. 


Men Promise to Keep Away from the 
Steel Works. 


BETHLEHEM, Penn., Feb. 27.—The vio- 
lence which marked yesterday’s struggle 
between the Bethlehem Steel Company 
and its striking employes when the State 
Police went on duty was not repeated to- 
day.

History of the Movement. 

An interesting account of the origin 
of the rubber movement appears in this 
week’s Outlook. It says: 

“The boom really commenced {in 
Mincing Lane among the colonial pro- 
duce brokers. They began to trade 
among themselves and their friends in 
the shares of the pioneer companies. At 
first they dealt over the telephone, a 
new method of speculation which is 
assuming large proportions. Then they 
tried the experiment of a bi-weekly 
market, which has grown from the 
original dozen to quite a considerable 
crowd. The Mincing Lane end of the 
boom was thus comparatively sub- 
stantial. It was held up by men who 
knew what they were doing and thor- 
oughly understood all the conditions 
under which rubber is produced and 
marketed, but when the Stock Ex- 
change took hold new crowds rushed 


the boom. 

“ First came the professional jobber, 
who did not pretend to know or care 
anything about rubber. He thought 
only how to make a market and get 
his turn out of it. Next came the 
speculator, who bought anything and 
everything which promised to rise. 

“At last the rush 6f speculators be- 
came so violent that they bought what- 
ever they could get, no matter what the 
name or price might be. Lastly came 
the company promoter, the wizard of 
the piece, with an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of new shares. Old rubber trees

The London Economist, in its annual 
review, just issued. puts the world’s vis- 
ible supply of rubber at the first of the 
year at 69,000 tons, with demand meet. 
the supply. In 1908 the world producec 
65,000 tons, and in 1907 68,000 tons. Of 
the production Brazil and Bolivia produce 
more than half the entire output, or 
nearly 40,000 tons, with the West Coast 
of Africa producing about 15,000 tons. 
England is developing plantations in Cey- 
lon, and Malaya, Borneo, the Dutch East 
Indies, and the German colonies now have 
nearly 600,000 acres under cultivation. The 
demand for rubber in the face of these 
growing supplies is shown by Dun’s com- 
modity lists, which put the wholesale 
price last week at $2.10 a pound, with the 
price increasing, as compared with $1.26 
a pound a year ago.

Dr. Claxton of St. Gregory’s Hospital, 
who was summoned by Policeman Steph- 
enson, said that the man had died a't- 
most instantly upon striking the ground, 
but that he was not able to determine 
without a more complete examination 
whether the blow on his head had been 
the principal, or even a 
cause of death. 

The dead man has not yet been identi- 
fied. From-all the police can learn, Up- 
ton and he had never met before. He 
Was anparently avout 30 years old, was 
agressed in a laborer’s clothes, with a 
six-inch carpenter’s rule in one pocket 
and a door check to a Bowery lodging 
housgé in another. Two printed’ business 
cards were found, one containing the 
mame of the Merchants’ Lumber Com- 
pany and the other the name of an up- 
holstering company at 200 Canal Street.

State’s Employers’ Liability Law 


Out of Date, Says Prof. Seager 
of the Hughes Commission. 





INDUSTRY’S DEATH, TOLL 





Board Expected to Favor Reforms 


in Its Report to the 


Legislature. 





Prof. Henry R. Seager of Columbia, Vice 
Chairman of tfre State Commission ap- 
pointed by Gov. Hughes several months 
ago to investigate the subject of employ- 
ers’ liability in this State with a view of 
making the law governing accidents te 
workers more 4ust and fair to all con- 
cerned, in the courss of a talk at the Man- 
hattan Congregational Church, Broadway 


/and Seventy-sixth Street, last night, sald 


that the commission twas now ready to 
submit its report to the Legisiature. 
“Feurth of July orators,’’ said Prof. 


Seager, “ delight to point out the various 


fields in which we excel, but there is 


one field of which they say very little, 
and that is that we kill and injure more 


workingmen on our railroads, in our 
mines, and in our factories than in any 


other country in the world. 


‘“‘On our railroads three times as many 
employes are killed and five times as 
many are maimed each year than on the 
railroads of the United Kingdom, and the 


situation in our coal mines is almost as 
bad, for there each year we average a 
less of three and one-third out of every 


thousand persons employed, whereas in| 
England the average is two, in Germany, 


two and onethalf, while in Belgium the 


average is one. 


‘The prevention of these accidents is 
a pressing social problem, but it is not of 
this that I wish to speak to-night, but 
of the method we have of caring for the 
100,000 workingmen who are maimed, the 
20,000 widows and the 60,000 orphans that 
are left, as a result of these accidents. 
Our method of caring for them is neither 
just nor generous. We leave them to 
the mercy of a law that has been dis- 
credited as out.of date in every other 
civilized country but ours. 


Criticises the Present Law. 


“There are five things in our present 
law that are wrong. In the first place, it 
is fundamentally wrong in grinciple; in 
the second place, it fails signally to 
remedy a serious social problem; in the 
third. it involves appalJling waste; in the 
fourth, it embitters the relations between 
the employer and the employed, and, in 
the fifth place, the system 
demoralizing. 

‘Statistics show that more than one- 
of the accidents are due to the 
hazards of ‘industry, not because the em- 
are careless, but because of the 
nature of the industry. In at least three- 
fourths of the cases the loss falls on the

About one-third of this goes 
to the lawyers, the result being that only 
about 30 per cent. of what the employers’ 
liability costs the empioyers is of any 
penefit to the injured. 

‘These and other defects in the actual 
operation of a system of employers’ Ha- 
bility based on negligence have led all 
important countries except the United 
States to abandon it. Since in 1884 Ger- 
many introduced her compulsory accident 
insurance system, twenty of the leading 
nations of the world have adopted the 
plan of putting on industry the cost of 
indemnifying all the victims of industrial 
accidents except those who owe their in- 


juries to their own deliberate and willful | 


negligence. 

; The principal reason for imposing on 
the employer the cost of indemnifying 
the victims of all accidents is that acci- 
dents, as a rule, are not due to personal 
negligence, but to the nature of the in- 


dustry which the employer carries on for

First Day's Operation of the Com- 
bined Telephone-Telegraph 





Plan Proves Successful. 





NOT A HITCH IN THE WORK 





Telephone Subscribers Save Both 


Time and Money by the New 
System. 





The firs@ day’s try-out of the new com- 
bination telegraph and telephone service 
inaugurated by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company proved even a greater 
success than officials of the company had 
expected. Without a hitch messages from 
all over the Eastern Division were re- 
ceived over the long-distance telephone, 
relayed to the nearest telegraph office 
and wired to the Western Union office 


then ’bhoned on to the end. 

Several hundred telegrams were received 
over the telephone at the main office of 
the Western Union, at 195 Broadway, in 
the course of the day from persons living 
in Manhattan and other boroughs of the 
city, and sent out over the telegraph wires 
to points in the West and South. The 
telegraph officials had thought that some 
of the telephone operators might Lecome 
confused and cause a hitch in the sys- 
tem, but no such thing occurred. All over 
the city operators were told by the tele- 
phone company’s sibbscribers: 

‘*I want to send a telegram.”’ 

In less than a minute the man or woman 
wishing to send a message would be con- 
nected with the operator on the first 
floor of the Western Union Building, the 
message wouid be taken over the wire and 
sent upstairs to the outgoing telegraph 
wires. Less than five minutes later the 
message would be flashing along to the 
nearest telegraph office to the point of 
destination, and there the telephone 
operater would take it up again, 

Just how many messages were handled 
from the New York office of the West- 
ern Union during the first twenty-four 
hours in which tae combined system was 
in operation could not be learned last 
night, but officials of the company said 
that, it being Sunday, the number was 
comparatively small to the volume which 


becomes generally known. 

Elaborate preparations are being made 
at the company's main office to handle 
the rush of business which is anticipated. 
New switchboards are being installed on 
the first floor at 105 Broadway, and to- 
| day there will be fourteen 
\available there. Arrangements have al- 
|} ready been made for eight receivers, and 
| three extra telephone operators have been 
|assigned to take the incoming telephone- 
telegrams. 

During the first few hours after the new 
SysteM was inaugurated on Baturday night 
ressages over telephone came _ in 
slowly. But last night they were piling 
in, and all the men at the telephones were 
busy. 

Many messages for the telegraph wires 
came in over the telephone from points tn 
Long Island and New Jersey during the 
day and early evening. The manner in 
which the combined system worked was 
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last night. 

‘Suppose a person tn Springfield, L. L., 
wants to sand a telegram to-night,” 
said this official. 7 NN Spring- 
field is twenty iles out. The 
office there closes 7 
in the evening. Suppose there is sick- 
ness or death in a telephone subscriber's 
home and they want to notify a member 
of the family living here.

The person want- 
ing to send a telegram is switched over 
the long-distance telephone to the Brook. 
lyn telegraph office, the message fis taken 
there, and the only cost to the sender is 
the cost of the telegram at the regular 
rate. 
the long-distance telephone. 

‘By this new combined system the op- 
erators are also supposed to watch for 
replies. For instance, a person in Sum- 
mit, N. J., is ill and wants a doctor living 
in another town. He calls the telephone 
operator and is connected with the tele- 
graph office in Morristown, where the 
Western Union takes up the message and 
forwards it to its destination. It is 
to the Morristown operator to wait for 
the doctor's answer and relay it on to 
Summit over the telephone.’ 

The incoming messages at the Western 
Union headquarters are also telephoned 
to their destination in a large number of 
Instances unaer the operation of the com- 
bined system. All important messages, 
such as notices of death or illness, are 
telephoned at once, provided the recipient 
is a subscriber of the telephone. 

Other messages which are not so im- 
portant are held over, if received late~at 
night, and ‘delivered in the morning. .The 
Western Union managers use their discre- 
tion about this, as the average telephone 
subscriber does not care to be 
late at night for a message which would 
do just as well in the morning. 

Even under the old system, the com- 
pany occasionally made use of the tele- 
phone in delivering urgent messages at 
night. In such instances they would pay 
the telephone charge, and take chances on 
collecting it from the sender of the tele- 
gram or the recipient. 

The Western Union officials here 
now busy charting out their districts, in- 
dicating each place in which a Western 
Union office is located, and the hour at 
which the office cloges at night and opens 
in the morning. This chart will be sent 
to the telephone company, which will 
check up its own charts in order to see 
just where the nearest connections can 
ae Age to. telegraph offices open at 
night. 


SEES RECORD STEEL TRADE. 


Vice President of Jones & Laughlin

Says lf Senders Paid Cost of Sec- 
ond-Class Mail Letter Post- 
age Could Be a Cent. 








NEWSPAPER HAUL IS SHORT 





Not to be Compared with Other Class 
—Cost of the Rural Mail Service 
Increased by Magazines. 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—"‘ Erroneous 
and misleading ’’ is the characterization 
by the Post Office Department of a state- 
ment recently published by the Periodical 
Publishers’ Association entitled ‘‘ An Ar- 
gument on Second-Class Postal Rates 
from the Business Standpoint Alone.’’ 
The answer of the department was given 
to the public to-day. It declares that 
“every material promise on which the ar- 
gsument is based proves to be-faulty, and 
consequently every important conclusion 
reached is fallacious."’ 

The assertion is made by Postmaster 
General Hitchcock that ‘if the rate on 
second-class mail were made high enough 
to cover the entire cost of transporting 
and handling it, which has not been sug- 
gester, it would be possible, without cre- 
ating a deficit, to reduce the postage on 
letters from 2 cents to 1 cent. Every 
time a two-cent stamp is now placed on 
a letter it defrays not only the expense of 
handling and transporting the letter, ‘but 
helps to pay in almost equal measure the 
cost of distributing through the mails 
the periodical publications of the coun- 
try.” 

The department's statement is an elab- 
orate discussion of the cost to the Gov- 
ernment of postal facilities, particularly 
second-class matter and rural free de- 
livery. It is shown that the average 
length of the haul of magazines is 1,048) 
miles, while that of daily newspapers— 
also second-class matter—is only 291 
miles. The department asserts that ‘the 

















to the Government in carrying magazines | 
on an average distance of 1,048 miles' 
than in carrying newspapers 291. miles is! 
so palpably wrong as hardly to deserve | 
comment.” ; 
It was contended in the publishers’ ar-’ 
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gument that the second-class matter 
shoul@ not be charged with the propor: .

signed to it by the department, because . 
? the service was “a gO0V-_— 
ernmental policy ’’ conducted at a great 
loss, and because, further, the periodicals 
had no need of that service.” 
In reply to this point, Mr. Hitchcock - 
says ‘“‘the department was conservative 
in charging to second-class mail 40.23 per 
eent. ef the cost of rural delivery. Sta- 
tistics show that 45 per cent. of the pleces - 
of mail handled in this service consists of 
second-class matter. Were it not for 
rural delivery service the circulation of 
the magazines would be materially re-— 
duced.”’ MS 
In response to the publishers’ assertion 
that ‘‘ with a proper allowance for rural 
delivery service there is a surplus 
over $10,000,000 in all the operations of. 
the Post Office,’’ Mr. Hitchcock declares ” 
that “with equal force it might be said 
‘with proper allowance for second-class 
mail there is a surplus of over $46,000, 
in all the operations of the postal. ser- 
vice.’ , 
‘* Even if there were no deficit, the fact 
that the department is conducting one: 
branch of its business at a loss o 
00,000 annually would demand attention.’ 
It is pointed out that ‘‘the Government 
is losing over 8 cents a pound on second- 
class matter sent through the mails,- the 
annual loss to the National revenues from. 
this cause approximating $64,000,000.’’ 
In conelusion, Mr. Hitchcock says that 
if this tremendous loss could be saved, 
the money could be applied in other ways 
to much greater advantags to the public 
generally,

Arrives with Her Daughter on the 
Way to Khartoum.

RUSSIA SUBMITS NEW PLAN. 


Proposes Trans-Mongolian Line Instead 
of Aigun-Chinchow Railroad. 


ST... PETERSBURG, Feb, 27.—M.Isvol- 
sky, the Foreign Minister, has informally 
submitted to the’ United States and. the 
other interested powers, the Russian Gov- 
ernment’s alternative proposition to that 
proposed by Secretary Knox relative to 
the construction of the Aigun-Chinchow 
Railroad. Instead of this road, Russia 
Suggests that there shall be constructed 
another trans-Mongolian line further 
westward, strinking the Trans-Siberian 
Railway near the Baikal line. This, with 
the extension from Peking to Kalgan, 
would traverse Urga and Kiakhta, avoid- 
ing the desert between Kalgan and Urga 
4 a. wide detour westward to Puyuan- 
chen 














This proposition does not meet with spe- 
cial favor.in diplomatic circles. It is con- 
sidered that the proposed line would be 
an impracticable and unprofitable vent- 
ure, in no wise. meeting the conditions 
which call for the construction of the 
Aigun-Chinchow Roaa. Well-informed 
diplomats are unable te understand the 
fear of Chinese military aggression, which 
is the basis of Russia's objection to the 
latter project, nor do they taken the Chi- 
nese Army seriously. But anxiety cer- 
tainly does exist. 

Russian officials say that China is arm- 
ing against Russia, and profess to believe 
that war is possible within a decade. 
Alarm against the Chinese has replaced 
the expectation of a renewal of the war 
between Russia and Japan, which a few 
months ago created a veritable panic 
among the military authorities. The No. 
voe Vremya and other newspapers, which 
at that time predicted war in the Spring, 
are now campaigning against China. They 
call attention to a series of economic 
meaures undertaken by the Chinese Gov- 
ernmént, the result of which will be to 
force Russians out of Manchuria.

TO-DAY HOLDS LIBERALS’ FATE 


Asquith Ministry Will Announce Policy 
and Parliament Will Decide. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—The session of the 
House of Commons to-morrow is likely 
to prove fateful for tie Liberal govern- 
ment, Frime Minister Asquith’s ministry 
may be defeated by the adverse vote of 
the Radicais and Nationalists.

vive at least for a few months,

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Urges Loyalty of Liberal Judaism. 
LONDON, Feb. 27.—Under the auspices | 
Jewish Religious Union, Dr. | 
Stephen S. Wise, rabbi of the Free Syna- | 
zoeuc, New York, delivered at Hampstead | 
to-day the second of a series of addresses | 
which is expected to bring to a head the | 
controversy between the Liberal and 
Orthodox sections of the 
Union. 
Wise said: 

“The Jewish Religious Union would be 
a menace to Judaism if it counseled the 
abrogation of the moral law, if it urged 
désloyalty to Israel's ideals, But surely 
your insistence upon the preservation of 
Israel’s ethical and religious ideals is 
not less urgent and imperative than that 
of the most orthodox Jews. 

‘“* Does not the real menace to the high- 
est interests of Israel He, on the one hand, 
in the unconcern and indifference of the 
so-called leadership of our Jewish com- 
munities, and on the other hand to an 
equally large extent in the threatened 
loss of the ideals of our sons and daugh- 
ters in the West End, not less than in the 
East End—the East End of your city, like 
that of our own, a poor and garish tmita- 
tion of the West End, and the West End, 
like that of our great metropolis, a fee- 
ble and fatuous imitation of that swift 
and fast set that does everything but 
move? 

“Your position entails upon you the 
very great responsibility of a devoted 
and unwavering lovalty. We do not ac- 
cept the term, schismatics, hut if we are 
schismatics, as we may unjustly be stylefl 
by those who do not understand the 
earnestness of Our purpose nor grasp the 
range of our vision, we must be doubly 
loyal—we must be loyal to the loyal in the 
life and faith of Israel with a rare and 
splendid and consecrated devotion. 

‘** Does aught of menace to the religion 
of Israel lie in the ardor and consecration 
of this group of men and women of the 
Jewish religious union, who are earnestly 
and determinedly setting forth to rouse 
our people from their slumber, ere it be 
too late? ' 

‘“*At the very moment In which Anglican 
Christendom is seeking. to rouse itself, 
like a giant, from -its slumbers, Anglican- 
Jewry is semi-consciously drifting into the 
state of somnolence, the very somnolence 
which the Christendom of your empire is 
becoming wise and statesmanlike enough 
to try to shake off. We have the right to 
ask and to insist that the religion of 
Israel shall be suffered to stand forth at 
its best and highest and not at its poorest 
and least vital. 

‘* Liberal or progressive Judaism means 
an end of little Jewdom or little Jewry. 
It means the going back, and yet fcrward, 
to the great and splendid hopes of the 
days when Israel, self-conscious and self- 
reverent, yet believed that it had a mes- 
sage to deliver in the world and a high 
example to afford fn life for the weal 
and uplift of humanity.

SIGHTS A CAPTAINLESS SHIP 





Strange Vessel’s Commander Dead— 
New French Pier Here, Now Ready, 


to Have a Roof Garden. 





The French liner Savoie reached, her 
pier nearly a day late yesterday after- 
noon, after a rough trip from Havre. She 
left that port late on Saturday week, and 
from the time she got outside the break- 
water until she reached the Banks the 
Weather was bad. Storm followed gale, 
and between times the vessel was fight- 
ing her way through terrific head seas. 
It was exceptionally bad on the first day 
out, and all the way from the French 
coast the Savoie had to fight every knot 
of her advance. The seas ran exception- 
ally high and broke inboard. 

Karly Monday morning the steamship 
stuck her bow into a smashing sea. A 
great mass of water came down on her 
forward deck and went thundering aft 
the whole length of the vessel. The thick 
steel bow shield, which at the point of 
the bow rises about three feet above the 
deck and even with the rail, caught the 
force of the blow. The starboard side 
was twisted off and carried away even 
with the deck, as though it had been of 
tin. About thirty feet of the starboard 
rail went overboard with it. 

There were but few {first-class passen- 
gers, and most of those were ill. Those 
who were not could spend but little time 
As evidence of the kind of 
weather encountered, a passenger pointed 
Out that only three deck chairs were 
rented, and those were not used. There 
were times when the liner had to slow 
down to meet the onslaught of the sea. 
The Savoie ran through a blizzard from 
the Banks to Sable Island. From there 
to port she had good weather. 

Somewhere out on the Atlantic, accord- 
to the officers of the Savoie, is a 
’rench three-masted sailing ship without 
a Captain and apparently without sure 
knowledge of where she is driving. On 
Feb. 23 the Savoie fell in with such a 
The name could not be made out.

Women Except One, and He 
Denounces Man. 


MONEY FOR CAR STRIKERS 








Prominent Suffragists Have Boxes, and 
Mrs. J. G. Phelps Stokes Has a 
Red Flag In Hers. 





The last Sunday in February having 
been set aside by the American Socialists 
for a woman’s day, Socialist meetings 
were held over the country yesterday 
for the purpose of advocating woman 
suffrage. The New York meeting was a 
huge gathering in Carnegie Hall, where 
ali the speakers gave their time to ths 
woman's vote, and “ class consciousness ”’ 
was subordinated to ‘‘ sex consciousness.” 

The meeting adopted resolutions con- 
gratulating the Philadelphia car strikers 
on ‘the brave struggle’’ they are making 
to “improve not only their own economic 
conditions, but also the economic con- 
ditions of the entire working class.” Part 
of the receipts of the meeting were voted 


to the fund of the strikers. Every refer- 
ence to the strike was greeted with tre- 
mendous applause. 

Another resolution was adopted saying 
that a consistent attempt has been mani- 
fest of late on the part of those placed in 
judicial authority, through the use of 
court injunctions and arbitrary convic- 
tions, to deny the right of free speech, to 
prohibit a free press, and to prevent 
peaceable assemblages. The _ resolution 
said that such procedure was in violation 
of the first amendment of the Federal 
Constitution. 

Meta L. Stern presided at the meeting, 
and all the other speakers were women, 
except Franklin H. Wentworth, a Social- 
ist of Salem, Mass., who said more cruel 
things about the brain and heart of man 
than any of the women speakers.

All the organizations and some of the 
individuals brought flags and hung them 
over the edges of their boxes. The Irish 
Socialist League had its huge green ban- 
ner, and Mrs. Stokes drooped over her 
pox a single plain red flag. 

A special woman’s day edition of a 
Socialist newspaper was circulated, in 
which there were prophetic poems _ by 
Mrs. Stokes and Charlotte Perkins Gill- 
man. One stanza of Mrs. Stokes’s poem 
Was: 

Here is a land of plenty, Sir; 
For masters, not for slaves. 
A prosperous, unjust country, 
O’er which a stained flag waves 
The tyrant powers that rule the land 
Have cast the stains thereon; 
And ne’er shall we contented be 
Till every stain is gone. 

This was the chorus: 

We love the red, the white, the blue, 
The dear old Yankee flag; 

But love we more the single hue 
Of one despised ‘‘ rag’’; 

For while the Tankee Punting

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BUTTER GOING UP AGAIN. 


People Turning from Oleomargarine 
as a Substitute, Dealers Say. 


Prices of all grades of butter have gone 
up in the last week, and some of the 
wholesale dealers say’ that further ad- 
vances ‘are likely. The best grades of 
creamery butter, known to the dealers as 
specials, which had been up to 41 cents a 
pound at wholesale a month ago, fell 
steadily to 28 cents before the upward 
turn began, and since then they have 
gone back to 832 cents. 

Wholesale dealers say that the partial 
return to the former high prices is not 
due at all to speculation, but to the 
switching back from oleomargarine to 
butter by @ large part of the consuming 
pubis, pepeciauly in New York and New 

the best butter was selling 
around 60 cents a pound at retail the 
manufacturers of oleomargarine, which 
is also called butterine, successfully 
pushed the salé of their product as a 
substitute, and hundreds of grocers in 
this city and throughout the country who 
had not been selling the product before 
began to offer it to their customers. 

Since butter declined in prices, the deal- 
6Ts say, its consumption has been in- 
creasing and the shipments indicate the 
greatest gains in sections of the country 
where the oleomargariné manufacturers 
had previously been meeting with the 
most success. This increased consump- 
tion of butter is given as the cause of the 
returning high prices. 

Some of the butter dealers are worried 
for fear the prices will again go above 
the limit at which many people begin to 
turn from butter to oleomargarine. The 
recent developments show, say these deal- 
ers, that only when butter is extremely 
high will oleomargarine be substituted to 
any great extent. The 4 cent advance 
in the wholesale prices in the last 
week has resulted tn the retail prices go- 
ing up to between 85 and 40 cents a 
pound. 


GAMBLING LAW CAN’T STOP. 


Magistrate, Discharging a Prisoner, 
Gives the Police Some Points. 











After spending seven hours in a cell at 
the West 125th Street Police Station, Jo- 
seph Lipkowitz, proprietor of a cigar 
store at 150 Hamilton Place, was ar- 


raigned in the Harlem Court yesterday, 
charged with keeping and maintaining 
a gambling house. 

Lipkowitz and eight youths wers ar- 
rested early yesterday morning by Capt. 
Carson and a plain-clothes man. They 
had stood on the sidewalk and watched 
them play cards on the counter of the 
store, in full view of pedestrians. They 
say they saw money change hands, and 
when the arrests were made $3.05 in 
small change was found on the counter. 

It being a recognized cigar store where 
the card playing took place, and not a 
gambling house, Magistrate House did 
not see how the ltaw was violated, as 
charged, and discharged Lipkowitz. 

“Other places do the same thing,” 
the Magistrate. ‘‘I have been in the best 
cigar stores in the city and seen men 
shake dice. It is a common thing in the 
very best restaurants for diners to call 
for the dice box after coffee and throw 
for a dollar a round. They are respect- 
able men. If the proprietor of one of 
those places was arrested I could not 
find that the law had been violated. lt 
is a question of personal equation. 

“One of the finest restaurants in the 
downtown section of the city, where 
twenty or thirty Judges take luncheon 
daily, permits that thing. Parties of men 
at the tables, varying in number from 
five to fourteeen, shake dice after the 
noonday meal. Would you arrest the pro- 
prietor of that restaurant? ”’ 


A MINORS’ COURT PROPOSED. 


Justice Deue! Would Have One for 
Offenders Over 16 Years Old. 


Justice Deuel of Special Sessions, au- 
thor of the Children’s Court law for this 
city, proposes as a supplement that there 
be established a Minors’ Court. The first 
is confined to children 


years; the latter would take up the work 
at that point and extend it to older chil- 
dren. It would be annexed to Special 
Sessions and presided over by one Jus- 
tice with the right to every defendant to 
be tried before three Justices. Its busi- 
ness would come from both General and 
Special Sessions. First offense, felonies 
with defendants under 21 from the former 
and ail misdemeanor charges against de- 
fendants between 16 and 21, from the iat- 
ter. 

One advantage of such a court, {ft 18 
Stated, is that it would give some relief to 
General Sessions, it would give sufficient 
relief to Special Sessions to enable that 
court, with one additional Justice, to keep 
up with current businesg for some years 
to come. 

Justice Devel, in advocacy of a Minors’ 
Court, says that in judicial] matters noth- 
ing has been left undone as to children 
under sixteen, and that attention should 
be turned to the older children. 

“Childhood does not cease at sixteen,” 
he says. ‘‘and so long as that status ex- 
ists therc is hope of reformation and con- 
eervation. If the Children’s Court and 
accoinpanying statutes are wholesome for 
children between 15 and 16, is it not ra- 
tional to e¢onclude that, intelligently 
adapted and extended, they can be made 
to yield something of public value to chil- 
dren between 16 and 17. and of dimintsn- 
ing; Vaiue each year, as We approach ma- 
jority, until theif capability merges in 
the judicial systems? ”’

Among them was the chauffeur for the 
foreman of the present Grand Jury, 
Robert A, C. Smith, President of the 
American Mail Steamship Company at 
100 Broadway. Mr. Smith sat on the 
bench with Magistrate Butts while he 
listened to Sergeant Nerney, who ar- 
rested the chauffeur, Richard E. Leizgh- 
ton of 2,143 Broadway, testify that Mr.

Weston was not due in Sandia until 
March 8, according to his schedule. But 
since Feb. 1, when he left Los Angeles, 
he has tramped 1,044 miles over railroad 
roadbed and through deserts at a speed 
that has landed him there with ninety-six 
hours to spare should accident or delay 
overtake him anywhere, and yet it finds

Starting from Hibbard early last Mon- 
day morning Weston put forty-two miles 
of sagebrush and alkali behind him before 
he decided to rest for the night at the 
home of a railroad man near the little 
town of Holbrook. He continued the next 
morning at daybreak and reeled off the 
twenty miles to Holbrook without a 
quiver, pushing on well along toward 
Adamana before nightfall.

FIRST AUTO IN RACE. 


Brighton Beach Twenty-four-Hour 
Event Gets Rainier Entry. 


The first entry regularly made for the 
international twenty-four-hour automobile 
race at the Brighton Beach Motordrome 
May 13 and 14 has been received from the 
Rainier Motor Company, which nominated 
the fifty horse power car that won the 
Atlanta gold trophy last Fall with a 
world’s record of 200 miles in 173 minutes.

BONDS AND MONEY. 

Representatives VREELAND and 
SHACKLEFORD have introduced inde- 
pendent measures which should be 
considered together. Mr, VREELAND in- 
troduced the bill which Secretary 
MACVEAGH approves, and Senator ALD- 
RICH disapproves, providing that the 
rates of taxation and interest upon 
United States bonds shall be so related 
that, although the rate of interest may 
vary, the net profit shall be the same 
when the various classes of bonds are 
used as the basis of banknote currency. 
It is said.that unless this equalization 
takes place the 2 per cents will lose 
market price when 3 per cents are is- 
sued, as soon they must bé. 

Mr. SHACKLEFORD has introduced a 
resolution of inquiry as to whether or 
not $444.463,850 of emergency bank- 
note issues have been distributed to 
the banks. The Treasury has printed 
$1,132,160,000 and holds $687,697,140, 
and Mr. SHACKLEFORD warts to know 
about the difference. Have any emer- 
gency associations been formed, have 
any of them received emergency cur- 
rency, and so on. It may be assumed 
that he anticipates the reply that no 
associations have been formed, and 
that no emergency notes have been 
issued. The explanation is that we are 
now enjoying the advantage which was 
claimed on behalf of the law that no- 
body could tell by the face of a note 
whether or not it was an emergency 
note or a regular issue, because the 
form is the same. 

Mr. SHACKLEFORD’s question is none 
the less useful because unlikely to bring 
out anything new or alarming. The 
fact that we have more currency than 
we need is too obvious for doubt, and 
too dull a topic for anybody to bother 
about. Only college professors, we are 
told, care whether the volume of cur- 
rency affects prices. If we have plenty 
of money prices will rise. If the result 
is that “abroad” sells us everything 
that we overvalue in relation to gold, 
and that we are unable to sell as much 
abroad because of our high prices, why 
who cares? If the result is that we 
lose gold why not print more paper? 
Things are working that way, and 
financial writers are taking note of It. 
For example, in The Sun’s financial 
article we find this table:

As it seems to us, this loss of gold

The efficiency of the mounted police! 
of Pennsylvania in suppressing riot in. 
Philadelphia was to be expected from 
the organization, composition, and train- 
ing of the force. It is made up of 
picked men who are kept in continuous 
service and are specifically trained for 
this kind of duty. When they meet a 
mob they know exactly what to do with 
it; they have the promptness, decision, 
and energy born of experience and con- 
fidence, and every man of them feels 
the strength of all, accustomed 4s they 
are to work together in the most seri- 
ous circumstances. Being mounted, 
they can move with swiftness, and their 
disciplined horses are an effective part 
of the force under intelligent guidance. 





They have in this instance the great 
advantage of being entirely independ- 
ent of local influences or sympathies, 
though it seems that the city police 


have not been much affected by these. 


Of course there should be a body as 
competent as this and in the same way 
in every large city. The State police 
are more useful for extreme emergen- 
cles because they can be moved rap- 
idly from point to polnt where most 
needed, and can often serve where sim- 
llar local organizations are not prac- 
ticable. We have long urged on the 
Legislature of New York provision for a 
foree of this nature in our State. We 
think it improbable that it would be re- 
‘quired in this city, for we have confi- 
dence in our own force, mounted and

Even the cavalry troops we now have 
have shown what men with horses could 
do where police on foot were relatively 
inadequate. A trained mounted police 
would be still more efficient. 

Nor would their utility be confined 
to extraordinary occasions. <A good 
mounted police would be of the utmost 
value in regulating and suppressing the 
tramp nuisance. Patrolling the roads 
along which the tramps take their route, 
they would be able to prevent nearly 
all the disorders and offenses, both seri- 
ous and petty, from which the thinly 
settled parts of the interior now suffer, 
for they would readily make the trade 
of the mischievous tramp too unsafe to 
be attractive. They would learn to spot 
& suspicioug person at sight, and the 
vicioug tramp is discouraged the mo- 
ment he knows that he its watched. 
Bring him into conscious contact with 
the machinery of orderly society and 
he flees. The saving to the rural dis- 
tricts in the suppression of this plague 
would pay the expenses of a well-or- 
ganized mounted police. 











MR. FAIRBANKS. 

The reception extended to our late 
Vice President in his varied and ex- 
tended journeying is a tribute of 
courtesy and friendship to his country 
that cannot fall to be appreciated. The 
fact that the office he formerly held 
is not one of essential dignity and im- 
portance in the estimation of Ameri- 
cans only makes the kindness of the 
reception the more acceptable. To the 
mass of his countrymen a Vice Presi- 
dent is but a vague figure, and an ex- 
Vice President one still more vague, 
though recent experience has shown 
the great potentialities of the office. 
But to foreigners a man chosen by 
popular vote to take the place of the 
head of the Government, should occa- 
sion arise, has a representative Na- 
tional character second only to that of 
the President himself. Hence the cor- 
diality to Mr. FAIRBANKS was toward 
his Nation as well as toward him. 

Toward him, however, personally, it 
was in no sense misdirected. He has 
borne himself with dignity, modesty, 
and good sense, and it is pleasant to 
hear that these qualities are appreci- 
ated. The tone of the views he ex- 
pressed to Tue TIMES correspondent, 
as outlined in our cable dispatches, was 
moderate and just.

ecutor who has unsuccess- 
fully defended a will in a suit to upset it 
cannot charge his counsel fees against 
the estate. This decision reverses the de- 
cision of two lower courts, and in some 
quarters apprehension is expressed as to 
its results, the ground taken being that 
because of it executors will be rendered 
less courageous, and therefore leas effi- 
clent, champions of the purposes which 
testators selected them to carry out. 
Heirs, it is argued, will be encouraged 
to attack the probate of a will, even when 
they have no quarrel with its provisions, 
merely because they dislike the person- 
ality of the executor. When they notify 
him of an intention to break the will if 
they can he will realize that any defense 
he makes will be at his own personal risk, 
and that the amount of his possible loss 
may seriously :mpair, if not exhaust, any 
compensation he geis as an executor; in- 
deed, the cost of the proceedings might 
be many times the amount of his fee. 
With such odds against them, many ex- 
ecutors would {mmed@lately resign their 
trusts and thus not only would the tes- 
tator be deprived of a@ defender of his 
plans, but heirs would be supplied with a 
tempting opportunity to get rid of any 
executor to whom they had an objection. 
These are considerations of some weight, 
and it is a littl, hard to see why an exec- 
utor should risk a heavy loss simply be- 
cause he cannot foresee the result of an 
attempt to defend a will which he hon- 
estly thinks should not be broken, Still 
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it has ath the general tendency of court 
decisions, especially in recent years, to 
limit the power of testamentary disposition 
rather narrowly and to overrule any ex- 
ercise of it that far départs from such 
an allotmént of property as the law would 
have made in case the task had been 
wholly left to it. The more nearly a will 
comes to coinciding with what may be 
called the natural distribution, the more 
likely is it to stand, while the further it 
departs from that distribution and embod- 
ies the testator’s personal caprices and 
preferences, the more likely its overthrow 
if anybody chooses to assail it. 

And it can hardly be considered well 
that an executor should be able, without 
chance of loss to himself, to make a des- 
perate and expensive fight in support of a 
will which the courts will at last declare 
invalid.

public wants to know its not the truth in 
regard to the charges of corruption in the 
State Legislature, but that the accused 
legislators are guilty—in other words, that 
a conviction would be interesting, while 
an acquittal would be a disappointment. 
The writer of the letter continues: 


We want to know all about the policeman 
who clubs his victim, but we are not inter- 
ested in the many who are good citizens 
and do their duty like gentlemen. We are 
interested in the Principal who makes money 
on the side during school hours, but not in 
the hundreds who give all their’ waking 
hours to the various forms of public service 
without additional pay. We want to know 
about the jewelry that was snatched from a 
lady’s arm, but we care nothing for the 
hundreds of thousands who carry it without 
danger. In cases like these, honesty and 
faithfulness in the public service seem to 
have no advertising agents. 


In its more familiar phase this same 
complaint comes to us every few weeks 
as an accusation that the newspapers 
have limiiless space to devote to people 
who in some way or other have “ gone 
wrong,’ while those whose steady and 
efficient performance of duty is so ad- 
mirable received no attention. Of course 
it is true that onl¥v the unusual] is news, 
and fortunately the steady and efficient 
pertormance of duty is not sufficiently 
unusual in this much criticised world to 
make Mt interesting in the journalistic 
sense. 

As a matter of fact, virtue does have 
its advertising agents, or at least its ad- 
vertising agencies, and every newspaper 
is glad to record its extraordinary mani- 
festations, but really one cannot get ex: 
cited over the fact that a legislator 
doesn't take bribes, that a clerk is never 
late in getting to his office, or that a 
policeman has not clubbed an inoffend- 
ing citizen to death. In the same way, a 
bodily organ that functions perfectly 
never receives a word of praise, or even 
a thought, from its owner, but when 
there is something wrong with one he 
hurries to the doctor and ululates loudly 
to all who will listen. 





Of the many bills

and Their tion of automobiles 
Regulation. now before the Leg- 


islature, that just in- 
troduced by Senator WAINWRIGHT seems 
to be the most carefully drawn, the most 
nearly in accord with the reasonable de- 
mands of the public, and the most likely 
to make the highways safe for all who 
use them, including the automobilists 
themselves. 

The provisions as to the examination, 
identification, and licensing of chauffeurs 
are based on the best practice in this 
country and abroad, and seem to be 
wholly admirable. Certainly they will 
mark a great advance beyond the present 
wholly inadequate measures for restrict- 
ing the driving of motor cars to compe- 
tent and well-conducted men. The pub- 
lished summaries of the pill contain, how- 
ever, no mention of an absolute and per- 
manent forfeiture of licenses, and mere 
suspension is not enough of a pénalty for 
serious offenses often repeated. Fines 
and imprisonments seem to be allotted 
with discretion, and, while severe, are not 
excessive, since they can all be easily 
avoided by anybody with a decent re- 
spect for the law and a fairly well-de- 
veloped regard for the rights of other 
people. 

There may be some question as to the 
wisdom of fixing definite limits of speed, 
the exceeding of which shall In itself be 
considered proof of reckless driving and 
punishable as such. There are many 
stretches of road out in the open cour- 
try where the speed of twenty miles an 
hour can be doubled without causing peril 
or inconvenience to anybody, and to 
make that rate the legal maximum is 
simply to invile numberless violations. 
On the other hand, fifteen miles an hour 
is sometimes dangerously fast going on 
thickly settled roads, especially where 
there are other roads crossing them, and 
to make that speed permissible will give 
careless drivers an excuse when accidents 
occur. That there must be speed limits 
seems to be the general opinion, but it is 
extremely hard to tell just what they 
should be, and one recurs again and 
again to the belief that danger is not in 
speed, or safety in slowness—that the 
real solution of the speed problem is the 
enforcement of a stern responsibility for 
consequences, whatever the rate of mo- 
tion.

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New-Formed Bread Trust Can’t Make 
Its Quality Worse. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

We are already so trust riddén that the. for 
mation of the Bread Trust finds us with no 
active and hardly any passive indignation to 
spend upon it. What it does arouse its a faint 
hope that the new corporation may, for a tinte 
at least, furnish us with a loaf which, though 
undersized and costly, will at least be eatable, 
Why is there not a louder and more general 
protest against the quality of the bread for 
which we are forced to pay an absurdly high 
price? The average loaf of bread baked by 
American bakers has either no flavor at all 
or an unwholesome and unwelcome saccharine 
taste, it grows stale quickly, and when stale is 
absolutely wuneatable; its crust is flabby and 
nauseous—the product, on the whole, resem- 
bling a particularly inferior and disagreeable 
eort of cake. 

A few—but by no means all—of the French 
bakeries supply bread which is well baked and 
crieply crusted, of good flavor when fresh, and 
eatable when stale. At the best of these ba- 
keries, however, the price is 10 cents a loaf. 
Of the cheaper bakeries, the Itallan furnish 
well-flavored round loaves of fair keeping qual- 
{ties, but the shopg where the product fs sold 
are of so unattractive appearance as to arouse 
@ serious doubt of sanitary conditions.

A Plea for Active Churches In the 
Borough of Brooklyn. 


To the Zditor of The New Yorks Times: 

Four thousand four hundred and seven- 
ty-five children were brought to the 
tribunal of the Children’s Court, Borough 
of Brooklyn, in the year 1908; of these 
3,952 were males and 523 females! Yet 
we read in the annual report of the Chil- 
dren’s Court, Page 7, as follows: 


The law establishing the Children’s 
Court provides also that children may 
be placed on probation, that. is, may 
be permitted to go to their homes un- 
der a promise of different behavior, 
and the Justice is empowered to &p- 
point probation officers to look after 
the children during the probation 
period. The law empowered the Jus- 
tice to appoint three probation offi- 
cers, and this was deemed to mean one 
each for Catholic, Protestant, and He- 
brew children No provision was madé 
to pay the salaries of these officers, 
and the co-operation of the charitable 
influences of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn was sought with the result that the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society recom- 
mended Patrick Mallon to act for ths 
Catholic children, and this gentleman 
has served in this capacity since the 
opening of the court. Several Protes- 
tant organizations at different times 
recommended various persons to act 
for Protestant children, but these 
agencies for one reason or another 
were changed, and finally the Wo- 
men’s Clubs of Brooklyn organized 4 
probation committee and recommend- 
ed Mrs. Marguerite H. Park, who now 
looks after the Protestant children. 
The present probation officer for He- 
brew children is Mrs. Rosa Green, 
who was recommended by the Local 
Council of Jewish Women, and she 
was appointed on Dec. lI, 41905. 


Three probation officers to assist the 
Judge in his tremendous duty to the un- 
fortunate children of this borough! And 
it may be noted that these probation of- 
ficers were appointed by private organ- 
izations, two of them local associations of 
public spirited women! 

On Page 24 of the same report we read: 


Our theory is that the moral instruc- 
tion of the children is a matter for 
their parents and spiritual guides, but 
practically the parents have, in too 
many instances, failed to do their duty 
in this regard, and no one has supplied 
the deficiency. 


Does this mean that the churches have 
shirked their responsibility in this matter? 
That there is no one to go into the high- 
ways and byways of the City of Churches 
and gather into the Sunday school the 
delinquent, and perhaps dirty, offspring 
of the immigrant, or the Brooklyn-born 
child who is but the victim of vicious 
parentage and the creature of an én- 
vironment that is totally without moral 
atmosphere? 

The writer sat upon the bench with 
Judge Wilkin not long ago in the Chil- 
dren’s Court and saw only one Church 
represented in his Honor’s court room. 
The pastor of one of the humbler edi- 
fices was present, but only to make a 
complaint against one of the children 
who had made a noise upon the sidewalk 
and disturbed his congregation. In his 
conversation with Judge Wilkin the writer 
was struck with one statement. ‘‘ He had 
warned the boy away from the church 
premises,’”’ he said, but there was no 
word of his having invited the lad to 
enter. Four thousand four hundred and 
seventy-five law-breaking children with 
one man to do duty as father and one 
man and two women to act as guardians 
and protectors before they fall into the 
hands of the city charities, the city re- 
formatories, and the city prisons! 

Is it any wonder that in one year 2,201 
of these little law-breakers had to be con- 
victed? That thelr misdoings were so seri- 
ous as to call for the sternest measures 
compatible with human judgment and hu- 
man mercy? 

Again the report says: 


The number of children placed upon 
probation in a year is 80 great that 
they cannot adequately be cared for 
by threw probation officers, and conse- 
quently the term of probation must be 
necessarily shortened and restricted. 
This has led to the “ Big Brother” 

movement, with which every one is fa- 
miliar, but even in this it was the benevo- 
lent organizations who bore the heaviest 
of the burdens. In 1908, 359 of the chil- 
dren were provided with such a ‘ friend’”’ 
as the Big Brother has proved himself 
to be, and Judge Wilkin says in this cor- 
nection: 


Thousands of dollars are spent in 
unishment, in prisons, and reforma- 

orles which would largely be found 
unnecessary if the steps of the first 
offender were turned in the right path 
at an carly day. 


A result which might be obtained were 
there a few home missionaries in the 
many churches. The court has needs oth- 
er than that of more probation officers, 
the greatest, perhaps, being an entirely 
new court house, one that will have the 
capacity to house the children with their 
parents and witnesses during the hours 
of session. Next comes the need of more 
clerks to accumulate and tabulate sta- 
tistics properly so that the court may 
keep cognizant of its own advancement. 
When a city neglects its children it neg- 
lects its own future welfare, and should 
not the churches of a city be its most 
virile citizens? 

The Children’s Court of Brooklyn has 
that borouch’s interest at heart and is 
trying, under great disadvantages, to not 
only make better citizens of the older 
generation but to Inculcate the habit of 
good citizenship inte the systems of the 
younger, 

It would seem as if the churehes should 
feel an interest in this effort, and, by 
taking some active share of the work, 
prove their religion to be a religion of 
deeds rather than a meré 
servance in a spire-topped edifice. If 
the ministers have really ceased to preach 
God and Christ, as many claim, it may 
possibly not matter, but as they still, 
presumably, stand for the best good and 
the moral welfare of the community, can 
they not open thelr doors to the unfor- 
tunate children and bring them in, unat- 
tended by policemen and complairfants, to 
receive the same assistance toward good 
citizenship that the Children’s Court is

New York has seen Spanish dancers, 
beginning with Carmencita; Egyptian 
dancers,.Salome dancers. Greek dancers, 
with flowing draperies and bare limbs, 
have been much.the mode of late, thanks 
to Isadora Duncan and Maud Allen. Ade- 
line Genée has recently brought about a 
revival of the classic toe dance, and now a 
little Russian woman, Anna Pavlowa, has 
come to show us how well the traditions 
of this school are preserved at the Impe- 
rial Opera in St. Petersburg. Mlle. Pav- 
lcwa will make her first New York ap- 
pearance to-night at the Metropolitan 
Opera House in a revival of Delibés’s bal- 
let *‘ Coppelia.”’ 

Mile. Paviowa in appearance is typically 
Russian,. with very dark hair and eyes, 
end the fascinating smile which a dancer 
in the ballet must have. Yesterday she 
talked for a few moments to a reporter 
for THE TIMES about herself. . 

“I was born in St. Petersburg. I stud- 
fed dancing in St. Petersburg, and I have 
danced at the Opera in St. Petersburg. 
That is my career,” she said. ‘‘ And so 
far I have danced scarcely anywhere 
élse. You see, ii St. Petersburg we still 
have the ballet in its glory. The ballet 
is as important at the Imperial Opera as 
the production of opera itself.

To suitably portray different 
sorts of characters in pantomime ballets 
One has to do Egyptian dancing, Turkish 
Cancing, Greek dancing, tragic or comic 
dancing.

Then I went to London for two 
weeks to dance at a private soirée, which 
the King attended. I have never danced 
pag in London, but I go there direct- 
y I finish here to fill an engagement at 
the Palace Theatre with Mr. Mordkine 
again. After London [I go to Paris to 
dance at the Opera for the first time. We 
are to give two Russian ballets there in 
the Summer. And then I go back to St. 
Petersburg. 

‘*Shall I come back next year? I don’t 
know. That must depend on whether 
New York likes me and wants me to come 
back. I am fascinated with the city. All 
of it is so tall! But will it be fascinated 
with me?”’ 


THE NEW YORK SYMPHONY. 


Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony Given at 
The New Theatre, 


The thirteenth Sunday concert of the 
New York Symphony Orchestra was mado 
notable by the fact that on the pro- 
gramme appeared Beethoven’s ninth sym- 
phony. This was preceded by the over- 
ture to ‘‘ Tannhduser’’ and Beethoven's 
song, *‘An die Hoffnung,’ (the accom- 
paniment transcribed for orchestra by 
Felix Mottl,)) sung by Sydney Biden. This 
song is one of Beethoven’s most beauti- 
ful and poetical, as well as one of his 
most elaborate, productions of this kind, 
and it was sung by Mr. Biden with much 
sincerity and feeling. His expressive 
voice and finished style and his good 
enunciagjon were admired. 

In his performance of the ninth sym- 
phony Mr. Damroscb adopted the plan 
which he tried in his performance of it 
last season, of quarupling the solo quar- 
tet. thus making of it a small chorus of 
sixteen voices. His reason for it is that, 
pertormed as Beethoven wrote it, “‘the 
effect has never been satisfactory. The 
almost superhuman demands made by 
Beethoven upon the singers has led to a 
sense of breathléssness and incomplete- 
ness which has invariably marred the 
total effect.’ On the other hand, the 
change gives an effect entirely different 
from that which he intended, the sharp 
contrast between the solo tone and tha: 
of the chorus. --- is, perhaps, too much 
to say that the results of a solo quartet 
are ‘“‘never satisfactory.” It depends 
on the quartet, and some other things. 
As a makeshift, the innovation has some- 
thing to commend it. 

Mr. Damrosch did well to make the 
fourth movement, with its fearsome open- 
ing discord, join immediately upon the 
close of the celestial adagio. It is tice 
true way to express what Beethoven tn- 
tended to express, and the results are 
always deeply impressive, as they were 
in this instance. 

The performance in its general feat- 
ures was not so satisfactory as the one 
Mr. Damrosch gave last season. The 
slaying of the orchestra was less fin- 
shed, less homogeneous, less rhythmic- 
ally precise; and its tone was by no 
means of the best. lor this the acoustics 
of the audience room were to be held ac- 
countable in at least some measure, With 
ail the efforts to improve them, for an 
_ orchestra seated on the stage they have 

not been made satisfactory. There was

WOMEN CAN’T BE ARTISTS. 


Boston Doctor Says Nature Has De- 
nied Them Esthetic Sense. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 27.—‘‘ Not one 
woman in a hundred has a true artistic 
stnse, or even a genuine liking for the 
esthetic in any of its forms,’ declares 
Dr. John Jenks Thomas, a Boston physi- 
clan and neurologist. Furthermore, nine 
out of every ten, when asked for a sen- 
sible criticism of anything, can't give it, 
he asserts, and adds that the idea of Bos- 
ton ‘“‘as a centre of culture and artistic 
sense is founded on nothing but the mis- 


guided antics of a bevy of iliusioned wo- 
men. 

‘‘In the first place, woman,” gays Dr. 
Thomas, crueliy, ‘‘is by nature unfitted 
for true appreciation of things artistic. 
She lacks poise and balance. Her en- 
thusiasm gets the best of her and runs 
riot. The overbalance of the feminine 
in artistic life is demonstrated every min- 
ute. She shows no stability of purpose, 
no discrimination, and as artist or sane 
critic of art is woefully incompetent. She 
does not and can not understand. The 
phimsical, unbalanced temperament of 
the woman makes her an impossible 
factor to judge sanely and give an opin- 
ions of weight on anything truiy artistic 

‘* Women may be successful in the busi- 
ness world, as school teachers, or even 
as politicians, but as artists, never.”’

In its main characteristic last week’s 
securities market resembled very closely 
that of the preceding week. It was 
again evident that liquidating pres- 
sure had ceased so completely for the 
time being, at least, that tentative ope- 
rations by bearish speculators brought 
rather meagre results. On the other 
hand there were lacking any strong in- 
ducements of a’ general kind to buy 
stocks. *As is usually the’ case under 
such circumstances trading fell away 
to nominal proportions in point of vol- 
ume, and outside of those shares where 
special influences were at work fluctua- 
tions in prices were comparatively nar- 
row. If it were necessary to draw de- 
ductions from the market's behavior 
throughout the week, which was short- 
ened of course by the holiday, they 
would narrow down presumably to the 
simple statement that fundamental 
strength was exhibited by the market. 
The basis for such strength under tech- 
nically adverse conditions is discover- 
able once more in the greater degree of 
cheerfulness displayed by the financial 
community over the so-called Washing- 
ton situation and the absence of any 
real symptoms of waning prosperity in 
the business world. Attorney General 
Wickersham’s Washington address re- 
called to mind the fact that the ‘‘ Wash- 
ington situation ”’ still exists, but Mr. 
Taft in his speech at Newark made no 
further reference to the corporation. 
question, and the disposition in finan- 
cial circles seemed to be to regard the 
period as a long one which must elapse 
before decisions can be rendered in the 
Tobacco and Standard Oil cases, and a 
definite Administration plan regarding 
corporation litigation founded upon 
these decisions and put into operation. 
In the meantime other factors which 
must in the long run determine the 
course of business in this country in 
equal if not in greater degree will be 
well on the way toward settlement, and 
it is upon these factors that attention 
bids fair to centre for some little time 
to come 


As an illustration of the revival of in- 
terest in other than Washington af- 
fairs mention may be made of the 
quick spread of anxiety early last week 
following the publication of a number 
of unfavorable reports on the condi- 
tion of Winter wheat compiled by 
“crop experts,’’ who are already in the 
fields for Western grain and stock 
houses. These investigators announced 
that in certain sections of the Winter 
wheat belt, particularly in Kansas, they 
had found so scant a snow covering 
that the tender plant had been ex- 
posed to alternating periods of freezing 
and thawing weather with injurious 
results. Although an examination of 
these reports for the purpose of con- 
firming or disproving their findings is 
not necessary here to enforce the point 
made, which is solely that interest in 
other than Washington matters is re- 
viving, it may be said in passing that 
those entirely competent to pass judg- 
ment are not at all impressed by pes- 
simistic reports regarding Winter 
wheat at this early date. That the 
views of these private investigators are 
not generally shared by the grain trade 
is made evident by the more conser- 
vative opinions voiced by the leading 
agricultural journals, one of the most 
highly regarded of these, The Price 
Current, having said last week in ref- 
erence to the current alarmist reports 
that it was unable to’discover any de- 
preciation in the position of the crop 
since the beginning of the Winter sea- 
son, and that “‘ the average condition of 
the crop is unquestionably better than 
the situation appeared to be a year 
ago.” On grain markets it was also 
impossible to discover any reflection 


in the course of prices of the alleged '

}deterioration of Winter wheat, The 
range of prices for all grains remains 
unusually high, and has admittedly in- 
terfered with exports, but, as is also 
true of cotton, such prices work 
their own correction. There is every 
indication that the areas to be devoted 
io the cultivation of wheat and cotton 
this year will greatly exceed those so 
used in 1909. The results on prices are 
inevitable if this proves to be the fact, 
and with good yields there is every rea- 
son to expect a restoration of normal 
conditions in foreign trade in’ these 
commodities. 


President Truesdale of the Lacka- 
wanna, after noting the fact that 
Washington promised to play an impor- 
tant part in the business year, assured 
his stockholders in his annual report 
to them last week that ‘“‘the coming 
year will be more prosperous and the 
business of the country larger than 
in any previous year of its history.” 
It is of interest to note that the 
“Standard Oil people,” who have as 
much cause as any one to appreciate 
the influence of Washington upon bus- 
iness, and whose uncertainties, now 
that their case is up for settlement in 
the United States Supreme Court, are 
perhaps the maximum, are very large- 
ly represented in the Lackawanna 
Board of Directors, for which Mr. 
Truesdale presumably spoke. William 
Rockefeller and John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., are members of that board. It is 
fair to presume, therefore, that the ex- 
ecutive chief of the Lackawanna and 
his associate Directors, including those 
connected with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, are of the opinion that the tide 
of prosperity will in the long run be 
not overmuch influenced by court de-' 
cisions or Administration programmes. 
These gentlemen possess no monopoly 
of this opinion, however, for it is com- 
ing to be rather widely held through- 
out the financial district. Mr. Trues- 
dale’s optimistic utterances serve to 
{isolate still more President Earling of 
the St. Paul, who voiced opposite sen- 
timents only a fortnight ago, and cer- 
tainly in the records coming to hand 
from day to day from the business 
world there is nothing to sustain the 
St. Paul’s President in his contentions. 
The railroads as a whole are buying 


more freely, and their needs are great- 
er and form a larger percentage of the 


demands upon business of all kinds 
than is commonly understood. On one 
day last week it was announced that 
the Rock Island had determined to ap- 
propriate $4,000,000 for the reconstruc- 
tion of its lines between St. Louis and 
Kansas City, and that the Burlington 
nad ordered 2,500 freight cars. Bankers 
have been approached by railroad after 
railroad anxious to secure funds for im- 
provement work and for purchasés of 
this kind, and they have assured the 
roads that the money will be forthcom- 
ing, so there is every prospect of a full 


source. Direct evidence of healthy con- 
ditions in iron and steel was contained 
in the weekly summary of conditions by 
the leading organ of the trade, which 
reported a dull pig iron market, but im- 
proved sentiment even there, and a 
full volume of business in finished ma- 
terials. An incident of the week in the 
copper trade was the sale on Thursday 
of above 30,000,000 pounds of metal. 
Production continues to run so heavy, 
however, as to overwhelm consumption. 
The only cloud of any consequence on 
the business horizon is found in the 
unsettled labor situation. Philadel- 
phia, Bethlehem, and Butte provided 
examples of extreme disorder last week, 


and in New York there its anxiety lest 
similar demonstrations in the building 


trade occur later on.

STREL TRADE AGAIN 
LOOKS CHEERFUL 


Last Week’s Orders Double In 
Volume Average of Earlier 
Weeks. 








PRICES ARE HARDENING 





Some Lines Still Show the Slowness 
of January, but the Tone of the 
Whole Market Is Good.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 27.—The Steel trade 
struck its gait again during the last days 
of February. Orders last week in the 
finishing “mills in the Pittsburg district 
were double the weekly average during 
the first six weeks in the year. The only 
lines that are hanging back in the general 
inclination to take a new grip on pros- 
perity are wire, nails, and smaller sizes 
of tubing. Price shading in structural 
materials has disappeared with the ap- 
pearance of new building specifications 
involving heavy tonnages. The railroads 
have filed new orders for a total of 
nearly 250,000 tons of standard rails dur- 
ing February, nearly half of this during 
last week. Lettings on about 22,000 all- 
steel and steel-underframe cars are pend- 
ing. 

Though prices are still soft on wire and 
certain of the smaller sizes of merchant 
pipe, the confidence of the pipe manu- 
facturers in the situation is shown by 
the announcement at the close of last 
week by the A. M. Byers Company of 
Pittsburg, one of the gh makers of 
line pipe in the Pittsburg district, of its 
intention to double {ts capacity at its 
plants in Pittsburg and Girard, Ohio, at 
an expenditure of over $1,000,000. The 
company trebled its capitalization, which 
has heretofore been nominal, to finance 
the improvement.

OUR JANUARY TRADE. 


Increases In Leading Imports—Cotton 
and Wheat Exports Declined. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 27.—Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor 
show that of the 188 2-8 million dollars’ 
worth of imports of the United States in 
the month of January, 1010, $26,000,000 
was foodstuffs, $51,000,000 crude manu- 
facturing materials, $25,000,000 manufact- 
ures for further use in manufacturing, 
and about $30,000,000 manufactures ready 
for consumption. Each of these groups 
shows an increase over the imports for 
the corresponding month of 1909. The 
increase in foodstuffs was comparatively 
small; crude manufacturing materials 
showed an expansion of about 30 per 
cent.; manufactures for further use in 
manufacturing, 50 per cent., and manu- 
factures, 22 per cent. 

In exports, foodstuffs and crude ma- 
terials show a decline when compared 
with January, 1908. Tho decline in food- 
stuff exports is about 22 per cent. In 
the qase of crude materials the decline 
is about 25 per cent. Exports of manu- 
factures for further use in manufacturing 
increased over January, 1909, about 235 


per cent., and manufactures ready for 
consumption show an increase of about 
13 per cent.

Wheat Damage News Ignored Abroad 
Provisions Stili Soar— Outlook 
Bright for Heavy Cotton Crop. 


During the week the devélopments have been 


such as to bring the duestion of crop condi- 
tions squarely before the trade as a prominent 
controling factor in the market. This sudden 
development of crop conditions as a control- 
ling feature has come earlier than expected, and 
has come to a certain extent out of a clear 
sky. All during the season the trade has 
been impressed with the idea that the crop 
conditions were of the best, and that the 
Spring would opgn with record-breaking pros- 
pects for a crop. The fact that the crop has 
been covered a large part of the Winter by 
snow Was looked upon as a sure guarantee of 
good conditions. In the Southwest, however, 
there has been a considerable period of time 
during which snow-covering disappeared. This 
applied particularly to Kansas, parts of Mis- 
sourl, Oklahoma, and Nebraska. There was 
also considerable of the time that Southern 
Illinois and Indiana were exposed. and most 
of the Winter there was very little snow in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. Complaints have 
been increasing from south of the Ohio River, 
and increasing seriously from Kansas. 

The conditions in Kansag are pecullar. There 
were very heavy rains in the late Fall, and 
when Winter set in the ground was thoroughly 
Saturated and water was standing on the bot- 
tom ground and in the little depressions. This 
froze solid and, it is claimed, smothered the 
plant, or when the ice lifted pulled the roots 
right out of the ground. So much damage 
has been done that it Is claimed there will 
be easily 10 per cent. abandonment out of the 
6,195,000 acres sown in Kansas, and the condi- 
tion of the balance

| reduction will be as low as 75 for the State 
average, which would be a loss of 23 points 
from the condition in December, and would 
compare with &6 in April last year. The con- 
ditions are not reported so serious in Missouri 
or in Nebraska, nor are there any important 
reports from Oklahoma or from the Texas Pan 
Handle. As Kansas raises about 20 per cent. 
of the entire Winter wheat crop, damage there 
would be of a very important character. 

The effect of these damage repérts was to 
bring in rather active speculation, and toward 
the cloge of the week it was stated that houses 
which have been opposing the market for some 
time had become convinced of the seriousness 
of the crop damage and were taking the bull 
side. Whether this was correct or not, there 
certainly was a great amount of buying which 
had a decided effect on the market. 


Statistically there was no particular change 
in the news. The visible supply on Monday 
showed an increase of 8,000 bushels. Brad- 
street’s visible showed a decrease of 813,000 
bushels east of the Rockies compared with 
2.622.000 bushels decrease last year. The 
world’s visible decrease was 1,079,000 bushels 
against an increase of 1,058, 000 bushels last 
year. This week the receipts have increased 
slightly, but have not been heavy. 


There has been some evidence of weakening 
in the May delivery, selling out of May and 
replacing with new crop deliveries. Europe 
has apparently cut loose from America.

The trade in oats has been without feature 
during the week. Prices have moved quietly, 
with rather professiongl interest in the mar- 
ket. There has been some increase in West- 


ments, which has brought about a little pres- 
sure on the cash market. 

The provision market has been very firm, 
with prices at new high records for the sea- 
son for products and also for live hogs. The 
movement of hogs, while somewhat better than 
it has been, is still deficient compared with 
a yesr ago, and packing is less than last 
‘year. The decrease in packing this Winter 
season has been really 2,700,000 hogs, and 
stocks of products are very light. . Live hogs 
have sold at record prices, with the exception 
of during 1870, since the war. Ten-cent hogs 
are not proving attractive enough to bring a 
heavy merchandising movement from the coun- 
try, due without doubt to the fact that the 
supply is pot there to merchandise.

it was shown that the market did not exhibit 
a good undertone. 


There was some evidence of increasing offer- 
ings of cotton at the South. Reports came from 
Georgia that farmers were offering cotton more 
freely, but the statistics for the week did not 
substantiate the reports of larger movement. 
The reports regarding the progress of field 
work at the South and preparations for the 
new crop had also quite a little effect on the 
situation. The reports from the South show 
that there is good progress being made with 
the preparations for the new crop. Sales of 
fertilizers are heavy and the sales of mules 
have been unprecedented, Labor is reported 
abundant, and with the high price of cotton 
there appears to be good ground for believing 
in an increased area. There has been ample 
moisture in all parts of the South excepting in 
Texas. In Texas it is still dry, and the amount 
of precipitation during the week has been 
limited. A factor of some influence weather- 
wise was the severe cold through the South, 
which it was claimed killed a large quantity 
of boll weevils and thereby made the _ pos- 
sibility of damage next Summer so much the 
less. 

Influences adverse to the market were the 
reports regarding curtailment. In Fall River 
the mills have decided to close one day a 
week, and sales for the week at that point 
were only 100,000 pieces.- This is less than 
half the output. Reports from other sections 
indicated very limited demand, and the yarn 
market is still very unsatisfactory.
